lous captain and star central marker, is poised 

on Sunday night to break the record as the 
Club’s longest serving player when United clashes with 
the visiting Parramatta Power at the Sydney United 
Sports Centre, 

‘The record for most games played for the Club in the 
NSL, stands at 238 and was set by the former and dynami- 
cally unpredictable flank-striker, Manis Lamond, 

Having now laced up his boots for his 11th consecutive 
season at Sydney United, the powerful and highly experi- 
enced Kupresak last Friday night equalled Lamond’s 
record in the clash with Carlton in Melbourne. 

Come Sunday at Edensor Park, United will honour their 
most treasured 36-year-old captain with a pre-match pre- 
sentation to be made to him. 

Easily the most tragic section of this magnificent 
defender’s most illustrious career, has been the fact that 
Kupresak, despite a decade of consistency in the National 
League, has never won selection for any of Australia’s 
national teams, 

Imagine for a brief moment had Kupresak lined up with 
Australia’s captain and stopper Alex Tobin with the great 
Milan Ivanovic at sweeper on that infamous night at the 
M.C.G. on November 29th 1997 against Iran. 

Australia was blocked for the World Cup Finals in 
France when Iran was allowed to score two goals in the 
dying minutes. 

Had Kupresak and Ivanovic, these two magnificent 
champion defenders played for Australia on that dreaded 
night in Melbourne, they would never have allowed Iran 
an inch, 

When ABSW contacted the ‘Prince of Defenders’ last 
night, big Vela in his humble manner told us: “It's going 
to be a most memorable honour for me, a record T never 
believed for a moment I’d be breaking. 

“I made my debut match for United in November of 
1989 when I transferred from Victorian State League side 
St Albans,”

When questioned who were the best players he has 
played with, and against, over the past 11 seasons, in a 
flash Kupresak recoiled: 

“There have been a few, but I must rate playmakers 
Ivan Petkovic and Kresimir Marusic as the best two I’ve 
played with in the National League. 

“As far as the best I've played against, well again over 
the years there have been many. But South Melboume’s 
captain and striker Paul Trimboli must stand over the top 
of all. 

“He is a wonderful player.” 


Most Memorable Matches 


Reflecting over his past 11 glorious seasons in the 
League, ‘Vela’ vividly remembers at least three games, 

“The first was very embarrassing when I was sent off in 
my 200th League match against Marconi for a ‘hand ball” 
offence, 

“Then there was last year’s victory in the Final over 
highly favourites Perth Glory when we beat them 2-1 at 
Marconi Stadium, in a game few expected us to win, 

“Then there was the 1997 Grand Final up in 
Queensland which we lost 2-0 to the Brisbane Strikers. 
This was in a match that everybody expected us to win.”

ARE one say it? Melbourne soccer is that 

fledgling giant wanting to wake up and 

take its rightful place among the sporting 
legends in this sports-mad town. 

‘There’s not enough rivalry to stir the soul, some 
critics say, Well, that’s not quite true, 

The great battles between the Melbourne Knights 
and South Melbourne only a few years ago matched 
it with the best of derbies anywhere in the world. 

But during those days the Knights had stormed to 
the top of the national league and South was chal- 
lenging for new trophies after its 1991 national tri- 
umph. 

Sadly, the Knights have faded somewhat since 
then, languishing in 13th place on the NSL ladder 
and the “traditional” Melbourne derby has lost some 
of its former currency, 

Enter newcomer Carlton. Starting from scratch, the 
Blues built a new team under coach Eddie Krncevic 
three seasons ago. 

The upstarts got to the grand final with some 
sparkling soccer in their first season, only to be 
denied by a classy South Melbourne, beating the 
Blues 2-1 with a controversial Con Boutsianis goal at 
Olympic Park. 

The defeat has forever stuck in the Carlton throat, 
at least until the loss has been revenged. It also set up 
an intense rivalry in the “new era” of Melbourne soc- 
cer. 

Under new coach Stuart Munro, Carlton is a new 
outfit that is determined to win the title this season. 

Frankly, there’s no love lost between any of the 
Melbourne clubs. The Melbourne Knights regard the 
north-west of the city as their territory and South 
Melbourne have a monopoly on Melbourne’s Greek

community after former Soccer Australia chairman 
David Hill banished Heidelberg United from the 
national league. 

The Melbourne Knights have won the champi- 
onship twice, Carlton is yet to climb that mountain, 
‘but South Melbourne have captured the coveted tro- 
phy four times. 

The Blues are on the warpath — out to topple 
South from its perch,

which the newfound rivalry has been embraced was 
demonstrated last season. 

At last season's major semi-final between the two 
teams, on May 3 this year, a record crowd of 14,850 
crammed into Bob Jane stadium. On Sunday, South 
wants to break that record and show they are not only 
a power on the field, but are also supported by huge 
following and not only of Greek extraction. 

There are, of course, a lot of other things on 
the minds of the South brains trust. As Oceania 
champion, Australia’s back-to-back national 
champion flies to Brazil in January to represent 
the Southern Hemisphere at the World Cup for 
clubs against the European and South-American 
Titans of world soccer.

South Melbourne will be without Hungarian 
goal keeper Milan Udvaracz, who was sent off 
against Perth Glory for spitting on striker 
Alistair Edwards, 

South's 24-year-old youth “keeper Chris 
Jones is likely to take the Hungarian’s place, in 
stead of with new signing Chris Roche, who 
‘was contracted for only a year last week. 

The 3-1 loss has put a damper on South’s 
finals aspirations, with the club lying in ninth 
place. A win against Carlton is needed for 
South to stay in touch with the top six. 

A highlight will be the continued sibling 
rivalry between South striker John Anastasiadis 
against his brother Carlton ‘keeper Dean,

BS-TV, the Super Soccer 
Channel, as well as the 
ill-treated Australian Soccer 
viewer, have recently been 
blessed by a very nice piece 
of Federal legislation 
concerning exclusive 

telecasting rights. 

Because of small 
Testrictive budgets governing 
SBS, the real ‘Soccer 
Network’ in recent years has 
been unable to successfully 
bid the big dollars demanded 
to snare exclusive coverage 
rights to Soccer, including 
those of the NSL as well as 
of games involving all our 
four national squads. 

The big commercial 
networks such as Seyen, 
have been able to ‘outbuy” 
SBS on all sports, and 
especially of late, even 
Soccer. 

However although 
networks such as Seven do 
obtain exclusive rights, 
rarely do they transmit, Live, 
any Soccer matches, 
especially as was the case 
for our recent internationals 
at home, 

Instead. (and with 
monotonous regularity), the 
Commercial stations 
deliberately delay 


transmissions of Soccer 
matches, to some unearthly 
late timeslot that wrecks it 
for us Soccer fans. 

All that is now about to 
change. 

Last Thursday, ‘the 
Howard Government passed 
legislation that’ «all 
commercial television 
networks holding exclusive 
rights to major sporting 
events, must show them 
‘Live’, or give the rights 
‘free of charge’ to SBS or 
the ABC Networks. 

‘Thank God. 

The Liberal’s Minister for 
Communications Richard 
Alston stated: “These 
changes would ensure 
commercial ‘free to air’ 
broadcasters could now, not 
hoard, major sporting events 
such as Soccer or football 
grand finals or overseas 
sporting tours.”

ictoria’s soccer fraternity — 

premier, state, provisional and 

national league clubs — elected 
commissioner Manny Galanos as chair- 
man of the Victorian Soccer 
Federation, succeeding Joe Brondolino, 
who is a commissioner of Soccer 
Australia, 

Brondolino was elected a SocAus com- 
missioner last February 28, requiring him 
to step down within 12 months. He took 
over from Gippsland Falcons strongman 
Don Di Fabrizio, who retired. He 
announced his resignation as VSF chair- 
man on October 22 and virtually anointed 
Galanos as his successor, 

“T felt it incumbent on me to retain 
both positions until the end of season. I 
chose to resign last October rather than in 
February 2000 to ensure there would be 
fair and unbiased election process at the 
AGM,” Brondolino said. 

Galanos was elected to the position 
unopposed. There was some speculation 
that another commissioner Vasko 
Stojcevski would be making a late bid, 
but he decided to stay on as VSF treasurer 
and concentrate on the looming GST 
complexities, 

This year's Andy Kun Trophy, for 
“outstanding personality of the year in 
Victorian soccer,” was awarded to South 
Melbourne president — George 
Vasilopoulos. 

After more than a decade as president 
and three national title wins, Vasilopoulos 


said he enjoyed many a conversation “as a 
young man” with the late Andy Kun, 

“He was concerned about soccer, but 
when we see the dedication and commit- 
ment that I’ve seen from the mums and 
dads to junior soccer, we can all be proud. 
When the junior clubs work well, the 
senior clubs will work as well,” 
Vasilopoulos said in his acceptance 
remarks, 


A former Green Gully president, from 
1971-76 and a life-long supporter of soc- 
cer in Victoria, Lewis Stafrace was made 
a life member of the VSF. 

Stafrace served on several VSF man- 
agement committees throughout his 41 
years of involvement, as a player, referee 
and club official. 

George Wallace was re-elected VSF 
president, also unopposed, John 
Dimitropoulos and Tony Dunkerley were 
re-elected as commissioners for two-year 
terms, Jim Mills missed out on re-elec- 
tion. Phil Koraitsas stood for commission- 


er, but lost to Trevor Parry who filled the 
third two-year spot up for election. 

A lawyer and involved with South 
Melbourne as well as a co-founder of 
Melbourne’s community television sta- 
tion, Channel 31, Dimitropoulos will con- 
centrate on contracts, disputation and 
media. 

Dunkerley, a businessman in the plas- 
tics industry, will continue to promote 
junior soccer. Parry’s interests are in rais- 
ing the level of professionalism of club 
administration and the standard of refer- 
ecing. 

Stojcevski delivered his third surplus in 
a row, when presenting the financial state- 
ments for the year ending October 31, 
1999, announcing an operating profit of 
$33,259 to give “an overall profit for the 
year of $64,800". 

“Our retained earnings to date have 
now gone to $129,250, which is fairly 
pleasing,” Stojcevski said, meaning the 
VSF is about $130,000 in the black. 

Some figures, which may interest 
clubs, include “membership fees and 
levies", which amount to $1,077,036. On 
the cost side, “salaries and wages includ- 
ing salary packaging expenses” add up to 
$604,823”. 

‘Together with superannuation contribu- 
tions and various taxes, the wages bill 
comes to $729,708. Administration costs 
$334,497, giving a basic cost of 
$1,064,205 to keep Soccer House ticking 
over, . 

Only $29,240. was spent on “advertis- 
ing, promotion and marketing, in contrast 
to $85,932 the previous financial year, 


Sponsorship and grants were $211,386, 
slightly up from last year. 

“The overall costs for the year were 
relatively contained,” Stojcevski said.

“However, the inclusion of women’s 
soccer and the money spent in our 
endeavors to continually promote and 
develop soccer in Victoria, has to be mon- 
itored fairly closely, as we have to com- 
pete with other codes to lure young peo- 
ple across to our sport. 

“The year 2000 has to be approached 


fairly conservatively, as it brings a num- 
ber of uncertainties, such as the GST, We 
don’t know exactly the full impact of the 
changes. We do kngw it will bring a fur- 
ther administrative and financial burden 
for the Victorian Soccer Federation and 
clubs alike,” he said, 

What will the future bring under a new 
leader? A lively public speaker, the new 
chairman gave little away after his elec- 
tion, saying he was “privileged to stand 
here as your chairman” and “we still have 
along way to go.” 

Later he expanded, mentioning “junior 
development”, “getting the referees on 
board” and “fostering sound financial 
management” as some of his primary con- 
cers. 

He's also keen to create club growth, 
“I'd dearly love to have a second division 
of the national league to enable Victorian 
clubs to grow and expand,” he said, 

With the Victorian Premier League 
Teduced to 12 clubs at the season’s start 
on February 4, 2000, the opportunity to 
Join a second division NSL is a mouth- 
watering prospect for several Cashed-up 
Victorian clubs, such as Bulleen and 
Green Gully, eager to move on after the 
Olympic Games. 

Galanos said the VPL would have a 
commissioner as chairperson of the man- 
agement Commitee next season. 

“We're also discussing radio coverage 
with a community radio station for next 
season and on top of that we will be doing 
some advertising ip the mainstream 
media,” he said,

Wiss reduced to 12 clubs, South 

Melbourne president George 
Vasilopoulos declared himself in favour of a 
second diyision of the national league, saying it 
‘would offer clubs something to aim for. 

“Tam comfortable with 16 clubs, but at the 
same time I like (the idea of) a second division. It 
has worked in other parts of the world. It gives the 
top and bottom clubs and the State teams some- 
thing to aim for,” Vasilopoulos said. 

“In the Victorian Premier League Altona Magic 
won the premiership three times, but there was 
nowhere else for them to go. After a while people 
(Who no change them the championships) got tired 
and they let the club go. There is no reward at the 
end of the season. 

“We (South Melbourne) won the (national) 
championship last year (and the year before) and it 
did not make us a dollar. The World Cup for clubs 
(where South Melbourne will represent Oceania in 
Brazil next month) has given the club something 
to aim for. 

“That's what the World Cup does for the nation- 
al league and a second division of the national 


league will do that for the State leagues. It will 
give people hope,” he said. 

Vasilopoulos forgot to add that the World Cup 
for clubs also netted South a massive and an 
unprecedented $3.8 million for just taking part. 


George Vasilopoulos: “Likes the idea of 
a second division.” 


He also confirmed he'd had held talks with 
Carlton to share Bob Jane stadium with the rival 
Melbourne club. 

Carlton's experiment playing at Olympic Park 


on Friday nights has flopped. Only 2166 spectators 
turned up recently, when the Blues beat Canberra 
5-1. 

“I did have a talk with them. We're looking at 
the Carlton situation, 

“They're not happy with the lack of spectators 
coming through the turnstiles,” Vasilopoulos said, 

“This (Bob Jane) is a soccer stadium. Olympic 
Park will never be a soccer stadium with a running 
track in the middle, It lacks parking on a Friday 
night and people won't turn up,” he said. 

But Vasilopoulos believed South Melbourne 
could also benefit from a co-tenant, sharing the 
load. ‘ 

“We have a $15 million facility and we're using 
is 17 times. You tell me any other business with a 
tisk capital of $15 million that uses its asset only 
17 times. It will go broke, We should be able to 
create a rivalry with Carlton and with the 
Melbourne Knights and supporters of ours should 
come to their games as well. 

“All Melbourne clubs should look to assisting 
each other and towards co-operation in a difficult 
period. Melbourne should be able to support two 
or three national league clubs and (crowds of) 8- 
10,000 people should be enough at the game,” he 
said.

ravis Dodd, the Newcastle Breakers’ attacking right 
midfielder in the 63rd minute fired an absolutely 
immaculate diagonal flat through ball from the right flank 
to allow his diminutive striker John Buonavoglia to most 
comfortably score the sole and winning goal against the 
Parramatta Power last Friday night at the Parramatta 
Stadium. 4 
Dodd's magnificent geometrically measured smooth ball for 
Buonavoglia, had the class and maturity of a “Trevor Brooking 
pass’ seen so often in the 80s for West Ham and England. 
Despite the possession the Power had in the first session, 
the defiant Breakers in unison, quickly broke up all attempted 
attacks. 
‘The Power's striker Jon Angelucct managed one volley and 
well on target, but Newcastle's very experienced custodian 
Bobby Catlin, had the ‘cigars out’ to make the save look so 


easy, 

On the half hour mark the ponytailed Newcastle midfielder 
‘Andy Roberts suddenly burst into the box from the right firing 
towards goal. But the Power's towering goalie Andrew Crews 
quickly deflected the danger into the side netting. 

Two minutes from the break the Breakers counter-attacked 
‘as Buonavoglia broke clear and into the Power's box. However 
lateral defender Milan Blagojevic came across to elegantly 
freeze the ball from the Newcastle striker’s firing boot, 

Four minutes after ‘drinks’ the Power's lethal international 
marksman Mile Sterjovski from 12 metres, blasted inches over 
the horizontal, whilst his team-mate and right back Peter 
Bennett rocked the cross bar five minutes later, 

In the dying seconds of the match, the Power almost 
‘Jevelled the books’ following a comer fired in from the right. 
Veteran central midfielder Steve Berry powered his header 
towards the target but the missile barely scraped over Catlin’s 
‘rool’. 

Neweastle’s hard eamed victory was due almost entirely to 
the disciplined and well organised hard yards quickly put in 
collectively, especially by the defiant flat- four of Shane Pryce, 
‘Todd McManus and the two Glens (Moore and Sprod). 

‘The Novocastrian ‘gear-box’ of Travis Dodd, Mark Wilson, 
‘Andy Roberts and Brad Wieczorek, were very quick and 
hungry with their shutdowns, thus repeatedly and swiftly 
breaking up all attempted raids by the Power to attack, 

Such quick shut downs produced a choking effect on 
Parramatta's midfield which in tum led to a starvation of ball

risbane Strikers slipped from their perch at 

the top of the national league when they went 
down 1-0 to Gippsland Falcons in a rain marred

T Melbourne Knights suffered their first 
setback under new coach Vlado Vanis.

SOUTH MELBOURNE 1

Sati Melbourne coach Ange Postecoglou must be 
/wondering what it takes to overcome Perth Glory 
at Perth Oval after yet another defeat last Sunday, 
although having your goalkeeper sent-off after 25 
minutes certainly wouldn’t have helped. 

“I thought it was shaping up to be a good match up 
until the red card,” said Postecoglou.

Paul ‘P.J,’ Roberts rejoined the 

National Soccer League club this week 
— and his first ‘training session’ inyolved 
packing Christmas hampers for the Smith 
Family, 

Roberts, who has been trialing for a number 
of clubs in Scotland and England since leaving 
Australia at the end of June, took this unexpect- 
ed role in his stride. 

“T was expecting a series of tests to see how 
fit I am, but packing Christmas hampers for 
needy families...I’m proud to be with a club that 
takes its community responsibilities so serious- 
ly,” he said. 

. But it was quickly down to business for 
Roberts who was in line to make a fast return to 
the Cosmos line-up after injuries and suspen- 
sions depleted coach Tom Sermanni’s options. 

He had something of a roller-coaster ride 
around the Scottish and English leagues “a 
worthwhile, motivating experience, but at the 
same time disappointing and frustrating,” he 
said, 


“Tt was disappointing because I could not 
pick up anything that made it worth staying 
there, and frustrating because I could not find 
the right club that needed a player with my tal- 
ents,” 

He began his search with Scottish Premier 
League outfit Hibernian, where he had been rec- 
ommended by former Cosmos player Gordon 
Hunter. 

“Tt went well, with a good set-up, and the 
manager liked me, but he already had plenty of 
midfielders under contract,” Roberts said. 

“He recommended me to Partick Thistle and 
they offered a contract, but the money was not 
that good and I didn’t see the Scottish Second 
Division as being any kind of progression from 
the NSL, so I turned them down. 

“From there I went to Oxford in the English 
Second Division. I played a couple of games for 
the reserves and they gave me the impression 
they were going to sign me, but at the last 
moment said I wasn’t what they were looking 
for. It was a bit of a shock.” 

Next came Stockport County, a division high- 
er. “That wasn’t so good. I arrived there on a 
week’s trial and they more or less said “enjoy

“Once again it was a case of them having 
plenty of players in my position. I was probably 
‘as good as any already on staff, but not so much 
better I could tip out a player under contract.” 

His last port of call was Third Division

home.” 

Roberts said he had kept in touch with 
Sermanni during his overseas stint and they had 
been honest with each other.

FIFA SHIFTS WORLD CUP 


ast week in Tokyo, FIFA conducted the 

much awaited Preliminary Draw Ceremony 

for the qualification stages of the men’s 
2002 World Cup to be hosted jointly by Japan and 
South Korea. 

The major talking point to emerge from the draw 
was England’s placement in the same group as World 
Cup evergreens Germany. 

But there was another significant announcement 
made in the press conference later that evening, 
largely unnoticed as well as unexpected, but of 
particular importance to Australia and women’s 
soccer around the world. 

FIFA President Sepp Blatter revealed FIFA’s 
decision to bring forward the Women’s World Cup 
by one year, meaning it would be held the same year 
as the men’s World Cup, as a way of raising the 
profile of the women’s game. 

Starting in 2002, the women’s and the men’s 
World Cups would be held the same year. 

“We want to give more exposure to women’s 
football,” said Blatter, 

Blatter also stated that Australia is a “leading

oy Keane has signed a new four year 

contract with European champions 

Manchester United, the club announced 
last week, 

‘The 28-year-old Irish international midfielder 
has ended months of speculation by agreeing a 
deal worth a reported 50,000 pounds ($81,310) a 
wage which would make him the highest-paid 
player in the English premier league. 

United announced the news over the public 
address system at Old Trafford shortly before the 
kick off of their Champions League match against 
Spanish side Valencia. 

“The club is delighted to announce Roy Keane 
has signed a new contract this afternoon,” the 
crowd was told. 

“We are delighted Roy has committed his future 

to Manchester United.” The news was greeted by 
thunderous applause from the Old Trafford full 
house. 

“f'm absolutely delighted that my future with 
the best club in the world is now secured,” said 
Keane. 

“I never wanted to leave Manchester United and 
the contract that I have now signed indicates to me 
United’s desire to remain at the top of world foot- 
ball. 

“It’s been a bit of a burden the last six months 


but I said I wouldn’t sign the contract until it was 
right. United deserve credit for coming up with the 
contract I felt I deserved. I'm delighted it’s all 
over really. 

“The fans have had a big say as has the manag- 
er and hopefully I can repay them with some more 
silverware.” 


United chief executive Martin Edwards said in a 
statement: 

“We never wanted Roy to leave. He is the club 
captain and the real leader of the team. He repre- 
sents everything that is ambitious about 
Manchester United and has played a significant 
part in our success in winning two doubles and last 
year’s treble.” 

Keane’s current contract was due to run out at 
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the end of the current season and he delayed sign- 
ing an extension last August, sparking speculation 
he wanted to leave and see out his career overseas. 

After talks at the beginning of the season broke 
down both sides said they would try again at the 
end of the season. 

But Keane would have been free to talk to inter- 
ested clubs on January 1 and, had he moved at the 
end of the season, United would not have received 
any transfer fee. 

United-were reluctant to break their wage struc- 
ture to accommodate Keane but faced with the 
enormous transfer fee that would have been neces- 
sary for a replacement — who would have 
demanded similar wages — they appear to have 
made an exception. 

Not that a suitable replacement would be easy 
to find. 

Keane’s inspirational performances in the cen- 
tre of the United midfield have been a major factor 
in their recent success and few players in the 
world game can match his destructive qualities. 

However, he played for only a few minutes in 
last season’s F.A. Cup final after being injured and 
missed the dramatic" European Cup final triumph 
over Baye Munich through suspension. 

United won the treble of English league and 
Cup, and European Cup, last season.

jhe initial batch of 400,000 of 

the 1.2 million tickets available 

for next year’s European soc- 
cer championships haye all been sold, 
tournament director Alain Courtois 
said. 

“They have been mainly bought by 
fans in Belgium and the Netherlands 
but also by fans in England, Italy and 
even the United States. We want Euro 
2000 to be a tournament for the fans 
and, because of the security checks that 
we have in place, we know that fans 
have bought these tickets,” he added. 

Another 400,000 tickets will go on 
sale next week following the draw for 
the finals, 

Each country taking part will receive 
16 percent of the total number of tickets 
available in the stadiums where their 
games are played. 


Organisers hope that by having 
almost a third of the stadiums full of 
fans of the competing teams the atmos- 
phere generated will be a positive one 
for the competition.

Courtois added: “These tickets will 
be distributed by the football associa- 
tion of each competing nation, Any not 
sold will be returned to the organisers 
and offered for sale back to the general 
public.”

“Tam convinced that the fans buying 
the tickets will be the ones who use 
them.

DUNGA SAYS NO 
TO AL NASSR 


rmer World Cup captain Dunga 

became the latest Brazilian play- 

er to snub Saudi Arabian club Al 
Nasr, the sports daily Lance said. 

Dunga, whose future with Porto Alegre 
club Internacional is in doubt following a 
blazing row with coach Emerson Leao, 
reportedly turned down an offer to play 
for Al Nassr in the World Club champi- 
onship in January. 

“I'm very honoured by the offer but 
the holidays for myself and my family are 
sacred,” he was quoted as saying, 

Al Nassr have already tried to sign 
Cruzeiro striker Alex Alves, Palmeiras 
striker Paulo Nunes and former World 
Cup striker Romario without success for 
the eight-team tournament. 

An official of championship’s local 
organising committee said that Al Nassr 
had complained to soccer's governing 
body FIFA over Romario, claiming they 
Signed a contract with him before he 
joined Vasco from Flamengo. 

Romario said he replied to a fax from 
the Saudis but did not sign anything, 

FIFA rules stipulate that players need 
only sign three month contracts with a 


club to take part in the championship, 
making it possible for a club to hire play- 
ers almost exclusively for the competi- 
tion, The deadline for new signings is 
December 20. 

Dunga signed for Internacional at the 
start of the year but was kicked out of the 
team when the fiery Leao, a former inter- 
national goalkeeper, took over as coach in 
October. 

Leao later recalled Dunga, who replied 
by scoring the goal which saved the club 
from relegation in the Brazilian champi- 
onship. 

Dunga’s reward was to be dropped 
again before a match in a consolation 
tournament for teams that did not make 
the quarter-finals of the Brazilian champi- 
onship. 

On being told of the decision, Dunga 
said he stormed out of the dressing-room, 
hailed a taxi in the street and went home. 

‘The 36-year-old captained the Brazil 
team which won the 1994 World Cup and 
finished runners-up in 1998, after which he 
retired from international soccer.
